On the other 
hand the sight of thousands groping 
their way around what was once the 
Great White Way has perhaps induced 
many to come down town to experience 
the novel sensation. Never before per- 
haps in its history have the thorofores 
of New York been so dark and gloomy, 
Broadway and Fifth avenue resem- 
bling the side streets of McGaheys- 
ville, Va., on a dark and stormy night. 

Theater managers have obeyed the 
ruling without an exception, and while 
wishing that the order will not long 
remain in force, and that the close 
proximity of the submarine menace 
will soon be eliminated, have looked 
upon the matter in a patriotic spirit. 

Coney Island, under normal condi- 
tions a fairyland of electric illumina- 
tion, did not seem to be suffering from 
the dark. Luna Park was open, and 
most of the shows and concessions re- 
ported usual business. Richards’ Cir- 
eus on Friday night had a very good 
house and Manager McCracken stated 
that beyond having to use a flashlight 
to find his way to the hotel everything 
was O. K. with him. 


Gumpertz’s Dreamland Circus Side- 
Show, in fact all of the Surf avenue 
attractions, were brilliantly illuminated 
on the interior, the fronts being shaded 
to keep the street dark. 

Special Deputy Police Commissioner 
Allan A. Ryan, who has charge of the 
Police Department National Defense 
work, has made the statement that 
“Lightless nights will be continued 
indefinitely.” 

He said this after having a long- 
distance talk over the telephone with 
the War Department in Washington, 
which he statef@l fully concurs with

Repeal of Chicago’s Anti-Cabaret Ordinance, as 
Exclusively Predicted in Billboard, 
Now Seems Likely 


COMMITTEE WILL CONDUCT 
INVESTIGATION 


And Make Recommendations as to Desirability 
of Reinstating Regulation Cabarets Under 
Heavy License Fees 


Chicago, June 10.—That the anti- 
cabaret ordinance will soon be re- 
pealed, permitting ‘“‘wet’”’ cabarets to 
flourish again, was clearly indicated 
Thursday when the City Council's Li- 
cense Committee referred all cabaret 
matters to a subcommittee with in- 
structions to conduct a thoro investi- 
gation and make recommendations as 
to the desirability of zeinstating regu- 
lation cabarets under heavy license 
fees. 

In view of Acting Police Chief Al- 
cock’s notice to the Council to the ef- 
fect that the ordinance has not helped 
to better conditions it is anticipated 
that the early repeal of the ordinance 
will be one of the first steps. 

No ordinance was ever passed with 
less understanding of its real mission 
all around and more lukewarm sup- 
port than the one in question, which 
the corporation counsel found ambigu- 
ous in its principal clauses. It was so 
constructed that it could hardly: be 
taken seriously and the Police Depart- 
ment’s endeavor to do so, combined 
with cabaret owners’ earnest intention 
to adhere to the letter of the law, has 
resulted in hopeless confusion. 

In a recent issue of The Billboard 
the likelihood of the re-establishment 
of cabarets was clearly revealed in an 
exclusive interview with Chicago’s best 
informed cabaret booking agent. It

balance desired A few days ago a Chicago 
representative of The Billboard was in the 
private sanctum of the Western head of one of 
America's most influential circuits when a tele- 


Tho this man’s request is equivalent 
to a demand, the Western executive was force 
to reply with a regretful ‘‘nothing doing.”’ 

In his telegram of refusal it was pointed out 
that the act in question had recently played th« 
Western Cirenit for eight weeks and had bee 
seen so often previous to that that incorporating 
its name on a bill would give it too much of » 
“repeater’’ aspect. 

This question of ‘‘repeaters’’ is one of tlic 
hardest with which circuit heads have to dea’ 
Vaudeville patrons steer clear of bills whos 
predominant acts have been seen recently t 
local houses, especially at a time of the yen 
when all indoor entertainment meets with 1% 
natural weather handicap, hard enough to over- 
come with the best-balanced bills, of acts which 
have not been ‘‘done to death’? in a giver 
locality. 

There is always the danger that desirable acts 
which are not given sufficient off-season time 
will bolt to some lesser circuit, on which thetr 
names would have the double box-office value of 
prestige received from having worked for the 
bigger circuit and the fact that they're new to 
the houses played. For this reason circuit heads 
make strenuous efforts to place such acts, de- 
spite the seasonal handicaps and the ‘‘repeater’’ 
danger. 

Were this not se, bigger circuit heads would 
experience little or no difficulty in making good 
their threats to eliminate the activities of. out- 
side, ten percent agents. For, with many houses 
closing, under normal conditions, it would be a 
simple matter to pick from the many acts of- 
fered enough to fill the comparatively few bills. 
However, the ‘‘repeater’’ aspect makes it neces- 
sary to get acts with which patrons of the 
circuits’ theaters are not thoroly familiar—and 
the outside agents offer the best means of sup- 
plying these acts. 

But at present the larger circuits are more 
occupied with how to hold acts that they need 
for the fall season than with any agency diffi- 
culties that arise in the process of securing new 
acts.

THEATER MANAGERS 


To See Secretary McAdoo About Rail- 
road Rates 


New York, June 8.—The Theatrical Managers” 
Protective Association held a special meeting 
this week to consider the subject of the proposed 
increase in railroad rates with reference to its 
effect upon the theatrical business, The meet- 
ing, which was an wnusually large one, was 
called to order by the president, Mare Klaw, 
There was an informal discussion of the situa- 
tion, and it was the c of opini that 
the proposed increase in rates would be a fatal 
blow to a large majority of road productions. 
On motion of Lee Shubert the chairman was then 
empowered to appoint a committee to call upon 
Secretary McAdoo, General Director of Railroads, 
and lay before him the case of the managers. 

The following were appointed: Lee Shubert, 
Joseph L. Rhinock, David Belasco, Henry W. 
Savage, George M. Cohan, Oliver Morosco, Win- 
throp Ames, Sam A. Scribner, Sdm H. Harris, 
Morris Gest, Gen. Emmett Newton and J. How- 
ard Reber. 

As it applies to theatrical travel the increase 
in rates to three cents a mile not only raises 
thé rates, but eliminates all ‘‘party’’ tickets, and 
there is an extra one-half cent a mile on all 
traveling in parlor and sleeping cars. With the 
addition to the eight per cent war tax the in- 
crease will amount to thirty-three per cent, ard 
baggage cars, which used to be provided free 
with the purchase of twenty-five tickets, will 
have to be paid for, as the new order eliminates 
party tickets.

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CAPABLE “BOOSTERS” 
AN ASSET TO PUBLISHER 


Plenty of Real Talent in Their 
Ranks, Which Is Quite Often 
Used Advantageously 
by Artists 


Performers have one friend who never fails 
them—-the ‘‘booster.’’ In the involved process 
of building up vaudeville to its present propor- 
tions, because of the peculiar manner in which 
vaudeville laurels are awarded, this faithful 
friend never received full credit for his pains. 
But lately the booster has done so much more 
than was usually expected of him that it seems 
likely the old performers’ attitude towards him 
will be changed. 


This exceptional service, the one that will 
probably serve to remove old-time prejudice, lies 
in the manner in which ordinary boosters come 
to the rescue of vaudeville ‘‘singles’’ playing 
the big time. Act writers admit that the 
*‘single’’ act is hardest to prepare. When one 
person engineers an entire act there is little, if 
any, opportunity for the greatly desired ‘‘sur- 
prise finish’’ so essential for complete success 

i in vaudeville. The “‘single’’ may introduce pat- 
ter between verses and choruses of songs which 
keep the audiences in a good humor, but, unless 
something exceptional finishes things up, there 
is little likelihood that anything more than 
passive approval will be registered by the an- 
dience when the song cycle is completed. Even the 
intermediary talk frequently falls flat, because 
audiences have heard so much that they, have 

' become immune to it, 


It is in such instances that the booster mod- 
estly does much to preserve the standing of the 
act. A lady single will go thru her cycle 
without evoking exceptional applause, when, 
suddenly, a male booster, with a strong voice, 
will sing from a box, putting over the new song 
in such a way that the andience, intensely 
pleased by the diversion, will bestow applause 
far greater than that earned by anything pre- 
viously revealed in the regular program of songs. 
After an instrumentalist has exhausted his ap- 
plause-winning stunts a booster steps forth, in- 
jecting songs into the wordless musical offering 
and making the act 100 per cent better. 

, : The booster, in these instances, is not pro- 
grammed, He asks no especial favors, usually 
even permitting the programmed performer to 
acknowledge the bows registered by the booster’s 
efforts. The audience seldom knows who the 
booster is, believing, when the werk is probably 
fone, that he or she has been engaged by the 

. performer to add a punch finish to the act. 

: Of course those on the inside (including the 

performer) know that the booster has been sup- 

plied by a publisher, who is eager to secure a 

strong initial introduction for a new song. 

In the olden days successful performers looked 
upon boosters with something akin to contempt. 
The theory was that singers of initiative and 
talent could paddle their own canoes in vaude- 
ville, without being forced to work anything 
from a picture show to a park casino in order to 
glean a livelihood. The performer then only 
met the booster in the capacity of actlander, 
and it is not natural to afford especial considera- 
tion to those who try to induce one to use cer- 
tain songs. 

But all this is now changing. The existence 
of influential concerns which can pay good 
boosters almost as much as they’d receive in 
f : vaudeville, forming a tempting bait for singers 

who like to establish permanent homes, has done 
: much to build up the escutcheon of people do- 
i ing this work, 

Performers now know that some of the boost- 
ers offered to assist their acts have as much 
real talent as have any standard singers. They 
no longer see the booster as an inferior type. 
: Even the lack of programming is appreciated as 
4 a willing sacrifice aimed at strengthening the 

performer’s influence. The capable booster is 
one of the best assets possessed by the up-to-date

SONG LOGIC 


FORESTALLING “RINGERS” 


Performers know that whenever anybody breaks the ice of everyday songs with some new 
type the market is almost immediately flooded with numbers in a similar vein. Were this not so 
publishers would find a splendid advertising asset in calling attention to a style of number insti- 
tuted by their writers. But after five or six songs are written along a single tack nobody 
knows or cares who originated the style, each song standing upon its own appeal. Formerly 
publishers waxed indignant over the situation and instituted law suits against the pirates. But 
there were so many reasons why the path of litigation formed an unsatisfactory solution. Now 
publishers meet the situation in a new way. The minute any of their writers show indications of 
having established a new school they are encouraged to prepare other songs along the same line 
immediately. In this manner, by issuing his own ‘‘ringers,’’ a publisher ofttimes succeeds in 
forestalling the tendency to exploit them, so frequently manifested by rival concerns, 


FOOLING THE PHONOGRAPH 


We have had much to say regarding the way in which publishing concerns, realizing the im- 
portance of mechanical instrument earnings, subordinate all other departments of their business 
in order to succeed in this fleld. But the phonograph people have learned that there is no method 
of securing a corner on songwriting prospects, judging by past achievements. The timeworn 
system of awarding new contracts to writers of last year’s hits finds the phonograph record maker 
in a peculiar dilemma when none of the songs contracted for ‘‘show up,”’ while writers who have 
been ignored produce successful songs, Phonograph people must calculate far in advance, but 
they have found that this kind of calculation doesn’t pay—and business concerns soon discontinue 
practices that prove unprofitable. Unless they can devise some manner of printing up samples 
for all promising songs they will frequently find themselves possessed of records not wanted, 
while songs meeting with success on the popular market pass their meridian before phonograph 
records have been prepared, It is just as unprofitable to advertise records after a song is on the 
decline as it is to announce records of sure hits that never ‘‘show up.”

What These Great Organizations Are and What 
They Are Doing for Their Members and 
the Local Community 


This is the age of organization, and the more 
we learn the more there is to learned about the 
great big things of life. But most of us are so 
engrossed in the business of earning a living 
tat we have little time to study even our own 
business. But gradually there is being worked 
out a great change in the methods of doing busi- 
ness. Long hours are giving way to the modern 
methods. We go at a higher and more efficient 
pace while we are at it. We are learning to do 
more with our heads and less with our hands 
and feet. There is no doubt that much of this is 
resulting from these get-together-and-talk-it- 
over organizations such as we have in the Mer- 
thants’ Association, Chamber of Commerce, Ro- 
tary and the Kiwanis clubs. 


Having joined the Chicago Kiwanis Club some 
time ago I know something of its workings and 
benefits. I realized right from the start what 
& wonderful organization this really is. But 
most significant of all was the apparent need 
of a better general understanding of what the 
Kiwanis Clubs all over the country are really 
floing for better business, better citizenship and 
a higher standard of personal responsibility to 
our neighbors. 


First of all what does the word Kiwanis mean? 
That is a question that is invariably asked by 
those who are not familiar with this movement. 
“Kiwanis is an Indian name, meaning ‘barter or 
trade.” You may judge from this rightly that 
it is a boosters’ club, intended to bring men of 
varied interests and activities into closer per- 
sonal touch so that business may be stimulated 
and the things that make for a larger economic, 
social and civic program may be realized. A 
Kiwanian realizes that services and responsibil- 
ity are the goods that win in all the marts of 
trade, for service implies the observance of the 
Golden Rule, while responsibility predicates 
character, bulked upon the elements of service 
and responsibility, the two vital forces that im- 
part not only efficiency to business but incor- 
porate into its very essence that moral fiber 
which gives it both power and stability. 


“The aim of a Kiwanis Club is to increase a 
man’s pride in and respect for his business thru 
a mutual exchange of ideas which will sharpen 
his wits and stimulate his ambition. Its pur- 
pose is to inculcate a genial business spirit that 
is open and above board in contrast with the 
camouflaged spirit of deceit and hypocrisy. It 
stresses the newer gospel of co-operation and rp- 
ciprocity rather than the ancient code of cold 
and relentless competition, It breathes the spirit 
of a wholesome. fair play which attracts trade 
on the ground of assured personal worth and in- 
stills confidence by virtue of established values.’’ 

But that is all very high sounding and may or 

may not be worth the paper on which it is 
written. The real question is: Does it function? 
That it pays the individual member to belong 
to a Kiwanis Club has been so well established 
among Kiwanians that it is no longer an open 
proposition. But does it pay the community to 
support such an organization? That is a 
question worth answering. There is nothing quite 
so convincing as a fact. Here is a report of 
one meeting of a local Kiwanis Club that is so 
typical of each gathering that we present it ver- 
batim just as it came to us across the Canadian 
line. It is taken from the Hamilton (Ontario) 
News, and was headed: Kiwanis—Hamilton 
Community Plans Discussed at Weekly Lunch- 
eon: 
“‘Yesterday’s luncheon of the Kiwanis Club 
at the Connaught was one of the most enthus- 
lastic they have ever enjoyed. Charles Goodale 
gave an interesting talk on the painting and 
decorating business of Goodale & Laidlaw. The 
child welfare work was introduced by Dr. 
Wickens and assured of the support of the mem- 
bers. The big interest of the meeting was cen- 
tered on the progress of plans for Hamilton 
Chautauqua Festival. Mr. Rupert, Canadian 
manager of the Chautauqua Association, was 
present and outlined what an excellent program 
had been arranged for Hamilton’s festival, and 
every member went away feeling that in the 
series tickets he had something to offer his 
friends that was going to be much appreciated, 
especially by those who enjoy elevating enter- 
tainments.”” 


Isn’t that a fine combination of personal in- 
terests and community spirit? Study that lunch- 
eon program and see if it hasn’t the Kiwanis 
gospel in every act and move that was made at 
that gathering.

Can't you read between the lines that each 
one present at that luncheon returned to his 
Place of business better equipped mentally, 
morally and technically to meet the problems 
which must be met by each one who would suc- 
ceed in the great business world where but one out 
of ninety who enter comes ont a winner? Life's 
balance sheet shows that out of each hundred 
young men 25 years old 54 will be dependent 
upon relatives, friends or charity at 65 years of 
age, 86 will have died, 5 will be supporting 
themselves by work, 4 will be wealthy and 1 
will be a rich man.

The report further shows that ‘700 season 
tickets were disposed of by that same Hamil- 
ton Kiwanis Club. And that shows another 
fine Kiwanian philosophy which is that action 
must follow enthusiasm or our speech must needs 
become as sounding brass and tinkling cymbals 
even tho we speak with the tongues of inspired 
men and heavenly angels. 

What Hamilton did is being done in a more 
or less general way every time a Kiwanis Club 


meets. In fact that is what these meetings are 
for. Now wasn't that more purposeful, ele- 
vating and genuinely helpful, yes, and even 


everlastingly more entertaining, than one finds 
at a cabaret where booze so drowns one’s finer 
sensibilities that a flock of painted enamel 
beauties shouting ragtime and coon syncopatjons 
are often mistaken for a band of Lily white 
angels singing in the heavenly choir? 

At that “‘Luncheon”’ there were no jazz bom- 
bardments to drive reason from her throne and 
make one forget that the Bacchanalian din was 
really planned to aid the gustatorial efforts to 
get away with a Belteshazzar’s feast, which 


But the Kiwanian idea of all for each and 
each for all is the modern way of eliminating 
the waste entailed by the old method of every- 
body for himself and the devil take the hind- 
most. Here is where we practice moderation 
and learn why it pays to make all powers of 
body and mind the servants of will and reason. 

At the present time there are something like 
18,000 members of this organization spread over 
the United States and Canada. It has just 
passed its days of doubts and fears thru which 
every youth passes when the mortality is away 
up in the nineties. It is doubtful if there are 
many purely business and social organizations 
which are growing as rapidly and substantially 
as the Kiwanis Clubs are now doing. There is 
a reason for this. The Kiwanis Club is a very 
democratic organization. It has profited by 
some of the weaknesses of other older organiza- 
tions. It is eager to learn what is best for all 
concerned, not merely what can be done for 
some individual. 

There is still some of the uncertainty of child- 
hood about this organization. It has grown

faster than some of its constitutional garments 
would accommodate with safety. To obviate the 
need of trying to make over some of these oj 
constitutional enactments of thou shalts and thou 
shalt nots a big, broad-minded and able com. 
mittee was appointed by the last national con 
vention to report a new and greater charter on. 
actment and a more comprehensive set of by- 
laws to govern the growth and activity of this 
growing young giant. 

The committee on constitutional revision was 
composed of Charles D. Heald, Benson G. Wat 
son, Louis Hammerschmidt, Geo. W. Stout and 
Perry 8S. Patterson, Mr. Patterson being the 
chairman of the committee. The second article 
in this proposed draft sets forth the objects of 
this organization to be: 

1. To study and desseminate Kiwanian prin 
ciples of fair dealing and practices and obsery 
ance of the Golden Rule. 

2. To encourage, promote and supervise the 
organization of Kiwanis Clubs. 

3. To study the work of existing Kiwanis 
Clubs and their value to respective members 
and communities, and to clear the information 
thus acquired for the benefit of all Kiwanis 
Clubs. 

4. To promote the spirit of fraternalism 
among Kiwanians and among Kiwanis Clubs. 

5. To discuss and study the Science of Busi- 
ness Building and to promote co-operation be- 
tween its members in the development of the 
various lines they represent. 

6. To promote and encourage the living of the 
Golden Rule in private, civic, social and business 
life. 

There is a general feeling among the Chicago 
Kiwanians, which feeling is also more or less 
general thruout the entire order, that since Mr. 
Patterson has so ably drawn up and made pro- 
vision for the growth and enlarged activities of 
this movement that he should be elected na- 
tional president and given the full responsibility 
of leading this young giant into the fields of 
greater activity and usefulness. 

Mr. Patterson is now the first vice-president of 
the national organization. He is a member of 
the finance committee and has served the na- 
tional organization so faithfully and ably that 
there is a general disposition to say to him 
at the coming national convention of Kiwanis 
Clubs: ‘‘Well done, good and faithful servant, 
thou hast been faithful over a_i few 
things so we will make you ruler over many 
greater things Kiwanian. Enter thou into the 
presidential charmed circle.’’ There is much ia- 
terest in this great gathering of the tribes. This 
great national Pow-Pow will be held at Provi- 
dence, R. L, June 25-28, inclusive. 

Mr. Patterson has already served the Chicago 
club as its first president, serving two terms and 
giving such excellent satisfaction as a presiding 
officer that he has the solid backing of his own 
club in the work of enlarging the scope and use 
fulness of the Kiwanis movement. 

We are certain that when the world }nows 
more of the real fundamental principles ‘pon 
which the Kiwanis movement is b..sed there will 
be a far greater influx of new appli-acts for 
membership into its ranks.

WAR NEWS FOR_ PLATFORM 
PEOPLE 


Perhaps more knowledge of things in general 
is expected from lyceum and chautauqua pedpte 
than of any other form of activity. They are 
expected to know just how to pronounce all the 
foreign names of cities, rivers and places where 
the battles are now going on, and they are ex- 
pected to be able to tell a little about each 
place. This is as it shuuld be, for usually peo- 
ple in public life are well informed. Our edu- 
cation has been along those lines, but we some- 
times forget. We have found that one feature 
in connection with a certain town or place 
fastens that place upon the memory. 

The writer has asked William Sterling Batts 
to prepare a sort of chautauqua course in pro- 
nunciation and historic setting of some of 
the most noted facts about the towns and places 
on the battle front so that our readers will 
have less trouble in pronouncing the words and 
in understanding the relative importance and 
historic value which each point, thus described, 
holds for the philosophical historian who is able 
to think even as he reads and writes the history 
of this conflict as it is being written day by 
day. 

In view of this fact come with us along the 
battle line “‘over there’ and see what we can 
find. Following each name will be the spelling 
of the name as it should be pronouncel. Of 
course no one but a Frenchman could give the 
exact twist to the word, 

Along about the Fourth Century a horde of 
barbarous people, nomadic and warlike, came 
ont of Asia into Europe, laying waste the coun. 
try and driving out the inhabitants. They were 
called “Huns.” Today this tribe is known as 
“Germans” (‘Ger from ‘‘spear’’). They 
worshiped the god of war and fought with

spears. Hence, Germans or Spearmen, These 
Huns continued to extend their dominion along 
the banks of the Danwhe till the time of Attita 
(at-i-la), who united the whole Hunnish forces 
under one head and became the most powerful 
Prince of his time. He was the King of the 
Huns and was called ‘The Scourge of God.”’ 
It was the first case of “‘Me und Gott,"’ Attila, 
like his modern disciple, Kaiser Bill, thought 
he was called by God to rule, so he killed hts 
brother that he might rule alone. He laid 
waste the entire country between the Black and 
the Adriatic seas. meeting defeat on the plains 
of Chalon&S (sha-lon). Attila was murdered on 
the night of his marriage with Hilda, of Hun 
gary. It is thought that his bride slew him. 

From this point we will take a little Journey 
along the battle line. 

Napoleon bad a training camp a few miles 
out ef Chalons, and it is still employed to some 
extent for training French soldiers. There ts 


one of the finest hotels of France here, built in 
1764. 
Not far from Chalons we hare Reims or 


Rheims (remz), which is about 70 miles from 
Paris. It is famous for its cathedral, erected 
in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Centuries, 


lately destroyed by the Germans. The town has 
suffered much from wars. At one time it was 
in the possession of the English, who were ex- 
pelled by the French under ‘“‘The Maid of Or- 
leans,"’ Joan of Arc, as we know her. 
Chateau-Thierry (sha to-tye-re), on the River 
Marne (marn), noted for its pottery and linen,

SANTOS and ARTIGAS, the cyclonic Cuban 
circus celebrities, have enjoyed an interesting 
career. The tirst time Santos met Artigas was 


sixteen years ago, both being employed in the 
office of a well-known Ouban cigar factory and 
tobacco plantation. These boys, while wel! 
satisfied with their position, made plans to go 
into business for themselves. They saved 600 
and started as commission dedlers, without any 
thought of ever becoming showmen. Among the 
articles they sold in Cuba were motion picture 
films, and they were very successful in this 
particular line until the opposition of the th: 
atrical trust of the island became too strong 
To fight the trust the two future Ringlings 
formed a stock company under the title of 
Compania Cinematografica Habanera, and even- 
tually broke the trust and obtained possession 
of aH of the shares, creating a partnership under 
the name of Santos y Artigas, securing the ex 


clusive rights of the prominent European pro- 
ducers, such as Pathe, Cines, Caesar and Celio, 
Their success was instantaneous, soon getting 
control of a circuit of ten theaters in Cuba, 
building some of their own houses, producing 
operas, musical comedies, dramas and vauie- 
ville, today being the standard theatrica! cir 


euit in the tobacco isle. 
formances that had visited Cuba had convinced 
Santos and Artigas that a real circus show 
would be an immediate success. They came to 
the United States, and, under the auspices of 
Charles L. Sasse, booked many features from 
the Barnum & Bailey, Ringling Bros. and Ha- 
genbeck-Wallace Shows, opening their first cir- 
cus season in Cuba in 1916 with a success that 
exceeded all expectations. In 1917 and 1918 
their show bad grown so that they sent out two 
companies, each with twenty-three railroad 
cars. Santos and Artigas are now in the States 
purchasing a big menagerie for their next tour, 
which wil! start in Havana in November.

Being Sunday 1 could not do 
anything else, and said Barry's home was eup- 
posed to be in Springfield, which is only a ten- 
eent car fare from here. afonday morning 1!

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FILM OFFICIALS GATHER TO 
REVIEW BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


Unity of Action Planned at Meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of the Motion Picture 
‘Industry— Proposed To Extend 


Scope of 


Activities 


New York, June 8.—The most representative 
gathering of officials of the film companies 
held in over a year took place at the Hotel 
Astor, New York, on Wednesday and was called 
for the purpose of reviewing the present condi- 
tion of the business and incidentally the ac- 
tivities of the National Association of the Mo- 
tion Picture Industry and its Yarious com- 
mittees. Special reference was made to the 
patriotic and efficient co-operation rendered to 
the various departments of the Government in 
the prosecution of the war, 

William A. Brady, president of the National 
Association, who presided, referred to the aid 
given by the film and screen in floating the Third 
Liberty Loan, and in the Red Cross Second War 
fond drive, It was announced that individuals 
and companies identified with the industry 
bought ten millions of Third Liberty Loan 
Bonds and that upwards of one hundred mil- 
lions in bonds were sold to the public thru the 
splendid co-operation rendered by the motion pic- 
ture theaters thruout the United States. 

Many other accomplishments were referred to, 
and an invitation extended to some of the com- 
panies which were represented and were not 
members to join at this time so as to actively 
participate in the counsels cf the organization, 
which comprises forty-five producing companies, 
twelve distributing corporations and eighteen 
supply and equipment concerns. 

President Brady announced that meetings of 
each of the five branches of the National Asso- 
ciation would be held during June to nominate 
directors to be elected at the annual meeting 
of the association in Boston during the week 
of July 13-20. The directors elected at Boston 
will elect the officers of the National Association 
for the ensuing year. This meeting will be held 
coincident with the convention of the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League of America and the 
National Motion Picture Exposition in Mechan- 
ies’ Hall, 

William Fox took the chair and, after setting 
forth his own views in regard to the status of 
the industry at the present time, called upon the 
film- company executives to offer any suggestions 
or ideas with a view to securing unity of action, 
and for the purpose of co-ordinating the various 
branches of the industry for action upon any 
matters in relation to government co-operation. 

Watterson R. Rothacker, president of the 
Rethacker Film Manufacturing Co. of Chicago, 
who recently had been appointed by President 
Brady as Chairman of the Membership Com- 
mittee for the Middle West, announced that 
there were several companies represented which 
desired to join the National Association. Among 
these were the Mutual Film Corporation and 
the Essanay Film Co. of Chicago, Educational 
Film Corporation of America, Baumer Films, 
Inc.; Hayworth Pictures Corporation and the 
Art Film Laboratories of New York. Imme- 
diately upon receiving this report from Mr. 
Rothacker President Brady stated he would ap- 
point Mr. Rothacker as Chairman of a National 
Membership Committee, which designation was 
promptly accepted. 

This is the biggest membership gain by the 
National Association at any single meeting since 
its inception, two years ago, and the month of 
June will establish a new record for additions to 
the membership rolls of the association, Mr. 
Rothacker announced that he would remain in 
New York a few days to perfect plans for the 
national committee and upon his return to Chi- 
cago would leave at once for the Pacific Coast 
for the purpose of lining up all the companies 
which are not identified in any way with the as- 
sociation thru Eastern connections. 

With a view to perfecting the plans for pro- 
viding a closer relationship with all government 
activities and to render every possible aid to 
the various federal committees, a committee was 
appointed with one representative from each 
branch of the industry, which is to be known 
as the Committee on Ways and Means and which 
held its first meeting at the office of the associa- 
tion on Thursday, June 6. The committee com- 
prises the following: Prodccerz, Arthur 8&8. 
Friex<, aistributors, Walter W. Irwin; supply 
and equipment, Edward Earl; laboratories, W. 
R. Rothacker; exporters, David P. Howells; Na- 
tional Exhibitors’ League, Lee A. Ochs, and 
American Exhibitors’ Association, H. B. Varner. 

A plan was adopted for providing adequate 
funds to carry on the work of the Association 
by the appointment of a Finance Committee com- 
posed of the following: P. A. Powers, Universal 
Film Mfg. Co.; Arthur S. Friend, Famous Play- 


ers-Lasky Corp.; William Fox, Fox Film Corp.; 
Ricord Gradwell, World Film Corp; J. E. Brula- 
tour, Eastman Films, and James M. Sheldon, 
Mutual Film Corporation, 


It is the purpoSe to greatly extend the scope 
and activities of the National Association this 
Year by co-ordinating various branches of the 
trade which are not now in any way connected 
with the five branches of the National organiza- 
tion, It is contended that two thirds of the 
work at the association’s headquarters in the 
Times Building is devoted to patriotic endeavor 
and to government co-operation entailing ex- 
pense which must be provided for.

a fear, is an apprehension that should and must 
be relieved. Motion pictures must now do their 
bit in this great war, and I am sure every 
patriotic producer and distributor in the indistry 
is triving to accomplish this. There has never 
been anything in the world which has reached 
the hearts of the masses in so universal a 
language as motion pictures. It makes a world- 
wide, common tie. The whole world is its audi- 
ence, and it must play its part well. At this 
time everyone is turning to motion pictures, 
particularly for entertainment and relief, tho 
temporary, from the great tragedy of the war. 

“Imperceptibly,"* he continues, ‘‘changes in 
public sentiment and taste in motion pictures 
are accomplished. These periods of change 
overlap and interweave, so that it is difficult to 
discern beforehand the gradual transition or 
reversion of the public’s likes and dislikes. He 
who can see ahead and can feel and understand 
the workings of the public mind and their ulti- 
mate general decision has solved the great 
problem of the motion picture industry—the 
longevity of pictures, 

“From the very beginning of the war a gradual 
dislike of war pictures—bloodshed and destruc- 
tion and misery—became apparent.

Sen- 
neti’s foresight read the signs of that time— 
and this. 

“After Mack Sennett’s Tilly's Punctured 
Romance he conceived the idea of another big 
comedy—a comedy that would be as big as his 
first overwhelming comedy feature. But he 
knew it might be two years before he could 
complete and release such a feature, and that he

CHECK INCOMES 


Says Joe Brandt to Exhibitors—Warngs 
Tham To Be Careful of Tax Re- 
turns—Bookkeeper a Necessity 
New York, June 9.-—Joe Brandt, general man 
ager of the Universal Film Company, returned 
here last Friday after an extensive trip around 
the country. He has issued a warning to all 
exhibitors to take more care in compiling their 
receipts and disbursements in order that they 
might avoid trouble when called on by the 

Government to make an income tax report. 

“It is amazing to find how many exhibitors 
are not keeping account of their receipts ana 
expenditures,"’ said Mr, Brandt, “All of them tho 
are making a careful checking regarding their 
receipts at the door in order that they do not 
make any mistakes in the war tax returns. A 
good many of them forget that they are also in 
line for the income tax and let the matter go, 

“I am not criticising them, but I say this ip 
order to keep them out of possible trouble later 
on, From what I have seen I would fudge that 
there are thousands of exhibitors who wil! not 
be in a position to give the proper income return 
unless they begin immediately to look after those 
affairs I have just mentioned, They have reached 
the point where they must understand that a 
bookkeeper is not a luxury, but a necessity for 
the success of his house."’ 

Mr. Brandt gave as an example of efficiency, 
which was just the opposite about what he was 
talking, the theater run by an exhibitor, Mr, 
Blackwell, of Eldorado, Kan. 

“The very appearance of his theater shows 
that he is a man to look after the welfare of his 
house. He employs a bookkeeper, who keeps the 
books in such a condition that at the end of the 
day Mr. Blackwell can tell whether his day's 
business has been a profit or a loss, and by keep- 
ing this up from day to day he can tell whether 
his theater is a profit or a loss to him. 

“He has even gone farther by making his bank 
issue special checks for him in a manner that 
makes them an absolute receipt for everything 
that goes with each picture he shows. There 
are blank spaces on the check for the name of 
the picture, the price paid, the exchange num- 
ber of the feature, the poster cost, the adver- 
tising cost and the war tax.” 

During his trip Mr. Brandt found that the 
houses booked the big specials and not the 
stars, which seemed to be in eclipse. The 
purpose of Mr. Brandt's trip was to impress the 
exhibitors with the fact that they should not 
judge a film by its age. As his argument for 
this he says that if a pfture had been released 
in a certain territory for ninety days, but had 
not invaded another territory, the rental value 
in the invaded territory was exactly a8 great 
as the first day it was released. 

Mr. Brandt made several changes during his 
trip. L. H. Cohen, in charge of the Minneapolis 
Metro Exchange, became branch manager of the 
Universal, replacing Elmer Pierson. Mr. Frisch, 
formerly with the Pathe, will take charge of the 
Jewell Productions released thru the Des Moines 
(la.) office. Mr. Rhoderick is managing the Mil- 
waukee exchange in place of Fred Myers, who 
resigned on account of ill health. 


M. P. MANAGERS SUED 


Charged With Using Songs Without 
Permission 


New York, June 9.—The first of many suits 
brought in the United Stafes District Court to 
force the motion picture theaters to pay a $10 
royalty for each performance of a copyrighted 
piece of music played without permission will 
come up for trial shortly. 

These actions have been brought by Waterson, 
Berlin & Snyder against Daniel J. MeClery, 
Thomas Farrell’and Patrick McGrath, proprietors 
of the Yorkville Hippodrome. It is alleged that 
the defendants played a musical selection, I'm 
All Bound ‘Round by the Mason-Dixon Line, 
without authority in their theater on August 27, 
1917. The evidence pertaining to cases of this 
sort has been carefully gathered and thousands 
of similar suits have been filed all over the 
country. These will practically be decided by 
the decision of the first case to be tried. There 
is every likelihood that the cases will be ap 
pealed, no matter which way the decision goes 
for the motion picture theater managers have 
decided to fight the actions of the court to the 
last resort, as they would be liable for heavy 
damages if the suits go against them.

New York, June 10.—The huge fireproof build- 
inge of the new Parkway Baths at the Foot of 
Ocean Parkway, Brighton Beach, are now com- 

leted and will be officially opened to the pub- 
¢ on next Saturday, June 15, under the manage- 
ment of Samuel Gumpertz 

This magnificent plant ocenpies the site of the 
old wooden structure destroyed by fire on last 
Thanksgiving Day. 

it will supply accommodations for 2,000 bath- 
ers at a time, and is claimed to incorporate 
every feature and luxury in modern bath house 
construction, appointments and equipment. 

The construction work was done by the Turner 
Construction Company from plans laid out on a 
magnificent scale soon after the old buildings 
were destroyed, 

The buildings, including floors, stairs and roof, 
are constructed by reinforced concrete, steel and 
glass, and supply a floor space of about 115,000 
square feet. 

The main building is three stories high, and 
covers an area of 180x196.4 feet. The approach 
from the boardwalk, in which is located the of- 
fice, rest room and emergency hospital, is 50x 
100 feet. 

The first floor of the main building is assigned 
entirely to men, the second to the women and 
the third to parties, clubs and families who need 
large rooms with individual lockers,
